Sec. 28.  USE OF LIGHTED PADDLE SIGNALING DEVICES; REPORT 2 

(a)  Pilot program.  On or before September 1, 2020, the Agency of 3 

Transportation shall identify a minimum of ten projects to pilot the use of 4 

STOP/SLOW paddle signaling devices modified to improve conspicuity by 5 

incorporating either white or red flashing lights on the STOP face and either 6 

white or yellow flashing lights on the SLOW face in one of the patterns and 7 

consistent with the standards detailed in Part 6E.03 of the Manual Uniform on 8 

Traffic Control Devices (MUTCD).  The Agency shall select projects that will 9 

allow the testing of such devices in a range of projects to collect data on the 10 

effectiveness, reliability, and availability during the 2021 and 2022 11 

construction seasons. 12 

(b)  Report.  The Agency shall file a written report on the pilot program 13 

identified in subsection (a) of this section with the House and Senate 14 

Committees on Transportation on or before December 1, 2022.  At a minimum, 15 

the report shall cover: 16 

(1)  the selected projects, including location and a brief description; and 17 

(2)  an evaluation of the effectiveness, reliability, and availability of the 18 

lighted paddle signaling devices. 19
